INOIDENTE AND ACCIDENTS,

At hali-prse eleven wo were witnegsing the por-
formances nt the Varletion, when the roport ol the
explonon was heard, aud #4 seveial of the pudienos
leoked up at the windows, the light wns scon so
pluinly they imeglued the fire was close by, and
made & 1ush for tho door, ut the same time éalling
fire. The cry was soon takon up by the hopse, aud
il mwrde 8 rush Jor Lhe oxit, and what ol
lowed we can scurcaly tell, as the bréath was
near besug o, ushed out of ve by the jam, but, fortu-
nately, we snoceedod in gétting out, aud hurrying
to Fourth and Vine stree's, discoversa that tiue
ypern House wos all in lames in the resr, and the
back walls blown out nud across the streot from the
force of the cxplosion; the eause of which was
variously stated,

Bome seid it was cgused from the patent apparabus
for unking pes; that it exploded wilale some one
WIkE OX ML meniing wilh it. Other report+ were that
while ighting one of the burnsrs in the rear ol the
burlding the pipe lcaked. and the flames runmog up
it capsed It to borst. But again, statemonts were
madae, which are better foundod—that one ol the gas
pipes lenked, and on teking a light into rhe room an
ex plosion ensucd, plowing out the reer of the buld-
ing and eoiting everything In o blazo in n very few
minutes. On our armyving on the ground sparcely
twenty persons had collceted, but they soon éame in
irom every direotion, The fames now roarea m
periect fury, . ud mounted the roof, which gracked
ana cotled up in picees, and tumbled 1n by aakea,

The engines now aritved on the spot and com-
menced workang, but the U?urn building was under
too full herdway, A heavy iron bar wias now loroed
through 1he floor into the lower story occupied by
the Ademe Express Company, and ers the olorks
who slept there Law thsir tme was short, lbut"lm-
medlately ran out the sates and monoy to the Baok
ot the Oho Valley, By this hme thovsands were in
the vicinity, all gazing with wonder and amazemont
at the seene ur destruetion beiore them. As the
walls in the rear foll theyv orushed in the buyldings i
the rear and sot them on fire niso. 1 hey wore n oar-
penter aliop, biacksmith shop, and the Adams Ex-
preds Company's siable,

Tus rool aud part of the walls of the Opery House
now fell in, fllng the bhorizon with » duzzling cols
umn of 1is bt, sparks, and einders. The multitnde, st
evory fall of any walls, rushed Eack on oach otber,
us thoorh they expected a bijok wis soming in Lhewr
hats auy minuty, And a8 soon 88 the fright wes over
would asam go 50 noar thut their lyves were In dan-
ger. By this t me the bulldings to the wost ol the
theatre were all in a biare, and every fow minutes
lurid flames and golumns of snoke wonld 1ise, fol-
lowed by the erash of walls and an eddying pillar of
wparks.
